The Treasury Department continues to devise regulations whereby re- 
. turning American travelers may have a decent share of consideration at 


‘the port of New York. 

It seems incapable of working out 
'@ formula whereby the’ citizens of 
: average respectability can obtain pa- 
| Tity with Congressmen returning with 
; wunks of wines and whiskies or costly 
‘ tapestries, nor of explaining how the 
‘latter are permitted to “get away with 
132 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon ts 
Teprescnted as having been surprised 
that women, no less than men, were 


‘Subjected to “hip slapping” tactics of 
, customs inspectors who sought to 


carry out to the letter the depart- 
menfal regulations against contraoand 
liguor smuggling. 

Secretary Meilon is no less chagrined 
that the individual returning fiom 
abroad amd attempting an honest aec- 
Jaration of his foreign purchases has 
been subjected to an unfair and dis- 
Critainatory tariff and ts going to try 
to.see what can be done about it. 

One of the things the Treasury cffi- 
clals hem and haw abcut, though 
nardly explain in understandable Eng- 
lish, is why they do not enforce the 
T. D. regulation of Oct. 4, 1920, which 
never has been repealed, withdrawn, 
Superseded nor overridden by: statutory 
enactment, 

It 1s possible to devise any number 
of rules and regulations whereby 
“hard-boiled” methods may be imin- 
imized at customs; that a measure of 
courtesy shall be extended persons 
with sufficient “pull” in Washington 
to obtain an “A-1" blue pencil mark 
On a declaration; that. a privileged 
Status be accorded distinguished for- 
eign visitors, Congressmen or other 
American officials who have been 
abroad “on official business.” 


The Treasury Department is unable 
to devise a rule whereby the privileged 
classes are enabled to bring in trunk- 
loads of contraband liquors. It admits 
it cannot do-so. The Constitution for- 
bids it, All the Treasury regulations 
in the world would not be legal under 
the mandate of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment against the “sale, manufacture, 
transportation, importation and. expor+ 
tation” of alcoholic beverages. 

The “courtesy of the port’ regula- 
tions cannot supersede the Constitu- 
tion nor the tariff laws. The:Treasury 
acknowledges all that. It is next to 


impossible to obtain any satisfactory 


explanation as to why members of 
Congress and others with “a drag down 
in Washington,” Jn obtaining special 
courtesies at the. ports, technically giv- 
ing them merely the right to be ex- 
pedited through customs, are granted 
“free entry” of baggage. 

No. responsible Treasury official 
Seems campetent to explain how the 
“courtesy of the port”—which does not 
and. cannot mean “freedom of the port” 
—is miscqnstruéd into permitting a 
“dry” Congressman—or a “wet one— 
to bring in a half dWozen trunks of 
illicit liquors, merely through the ex- 
pedient of not having them opened. 

LIABLE TO LOSE JOBS 

The customs inspectors on the plers 
are not to blame for the stark hypocrisy 
of the whole dizzy farce. No Treasury 
official In Washington has the temerity 
to sg accuse them. They are over- 
worked and underpaid men who have 
every license to believe they would lose 
their jobs if they were too legal abou: 
the examination of the baggage of an 
outstanding Washington “dry.” 

Persons making emergency trips be- 
cause of deaths or critical illness in 
their families are told to “get in line” 
unless they know the procedure of 
pulling wires in Washington. Some 
bush, league Congressman, who votes 
“dry” and talks “dry’ gets away with 
murder and a winter’s supply of hooch 
Qn sais: return: from -Burope, and usual- 
ly his wife boasts around Washington: 

“John and. me just won't drink this 
bootleg stuff. We have the real stuff 
we brought over from Zurope.”

to bring In all the contraband whiskey 
their purses and baggage space will 
accommodate. 

Every one knows it is illegal, recog- 
nizes that it is one of those thines 
“political pull” may accomplish, ad- 
mits that no one wishes to expose 
any one else, and that the hypocrisy 
of Washington has no right to visit 
{ts shortcomings on a lot uf poor de- 
vils of customs inspectors who are be- 
tween the devil of obeying the ‘Consti- 
tution, the Federal statutes and the 
Treasury rules a.d the deep blue sea 
of offending some pompous puppet of 
politics who may be capabie of hav- 
ing a customs inspector fired. 

Until there !s some measure of per- 
sonal honesty or political integrity 
about Prohibition enforcement, the 
travesty is expected and likely to con- 
tinue. 

BAGGAGE TO BE EXAMINED 

No matter what courtesies may be 
extended legally or properly or politi- 
cally to returning members of the 
Cabinet or of the Congress, the Treas- 
ury Department has no right to per- 
mit any one to bring alcoholic bever- 
ages into the United States. Some 
baggage may be expedited through 
customs. All baggage must be exam- 
ined. A trunk filled with Scotch 
whiskey is just as much contraband, 
subject to seizure and confiscation, 
os oa trunk filled with opium, only 
more so. 

If any member of Congress were de- 
tected bringing in a trunk of nar- 
cotics there would be a teriffic huila- 
baloo on Capitol Hill. The man un- 
doubtedly would be driven from public 
life to the Atlanta Penitentiary. If 
any, member of. Congress is known to 
have brought in a trunk of whiskey 
from France, or Cuba he is a popular 
person: so long ag the supply holds 
out, 

Yet*the Senate devotes days to.com- 
bat. Senator Cutting!s ptan. to: relieve 
the Customs Serviee of the statutory 
neeessity of reading imported books 
lest they corrupt the morals of the 
American people, to barring and con- 
fiscating photographic reproductions of 
the Louvre’s Venus de Milo, and if a 
tariff bill should reach the statute 
books it is likely that the efforts of the 
Senator from New Mexico will have 
proved futile. 


Meantime, there remains among the 
Treasury regulations an elemental rule 
of Custom House procedure which can- 
not be abrogated under the Constitu- 
tion, one which is disregarded daily, 
though no one seems willing to explain 
how such disregard is possible in every- 
practice. 

The T. D. regulation of Oct. 4, 1920, 
reads as follows: 

“In order. to prevent the importation 
of intoxicating beverages in violation 
of the National Prohibition Act, as con- 
strued by ‘the Attorney General, it has 
become necessary to require the exam- 
ination of all baggage and effects for 
which free entry is granted, pursuant 
to the provisions of Article 376 of ¢he 
Customs Regulations of 1915. 


“You (collectors of customs and 
others concerned) will hereafter make 
an immediate report to the Secretary 
of the Treasury (Divisions of Custome) 
of all violations of the Prohibition Law 
which come to your attention as the 
result of such examinations. 

“As this practice will be a distinct 
departure from the custom that. has 
prevailed of waiving examination when 
admitting. effects to free entry, you 
should take immediate Steps to impress 
upon your force the necessity for care- 


ful compliance with the amended reg- 
ulations.” ‘

Jerusalem 

It’s no longer correct to think of 
Jerusalem as just one of those 
crowded @astern tourist attractions. 
The old quarter with its colorful 
bazaar remains, of course, out out- 
side the massive walls there has 
grown up a modern city of exquisite 
beauty. On all sices one finds schocls 
and colleges, hospitals and clinics, 
banking institutions and temples, 
spacious and attractive buildings, 
handsome and even luxurious resi- 
dences.

Take .salpioth, a more 
or less aristocratic suburb, the resi- 
dence of, among otlers, Prof. Klaus- 
ner, the famous author of the first 
Hebrew “Life of Jesus of Nazareth.” 

In the 
distance the purple chain of Moab’s 
Mountains. And below, between the 
Judean hills, the Dead Sea; a giisten- 
ing sapphire in a setting of light 
gray. Avenues of poplar trees that 
rustle softly as the evening breeze 
blows over Solomon's pools. Tranquil 
is Talpioth beyond description. And 
like this suburb there are a dozen. 
Not all so pretentious, to be sure, but 
all substantial and growing. Twelve 
years ago nothing of ail this existed. 
And about the only person who lived 
outside the Holy City was the Greek 
patriarch. That prelate introduced 
the suburban idea in the Near East.

Judaism 


During the anti-Semitic stovm that 
swept over Hungary ten years ago 
thousands of Jews sought refuge in 
Christianity. They are now returning 
to their former faith, When Admiral 
Horthy’s White Army marched into 
Budapest and destroyed the Red peril 
it was feared that a sanguinary po- 
grom would result. Public resentment 
against the Communistic reign of 
terror centred on the Jews, and thou- 
sands of them applied for baptism 
as a measure of safety. Official rec- 
ords indicate that, there are few Jews 
in Hungary to-day who did not also 
change their names temporarily. The 
Government attempted to bloek this 
tendency, but the Jews invoked a law 
of 1867, authorizing them to adopt 
Hungarian names. Grand Rabbi He- 
veszi signed no fewer than 10,000 
certificates in which Jews relin- 
quished the Hebraic faith. They are 
flocking back now in large numbers 
to the synagogues. Much bitterness, 
However, remains. Hungary was well 
known for its liberality toward the 
Jews before the war, but to-day, for 
example, Jewish students in Hunga- 
Tian universities are regulated by 
quota and the awakening Magyar 
Party is frankly anti-Semitic.

Now it 
so happens that the Palestinian 
pogrom started exactly on the seven- 
tleth day after First-fruit. And in 
a city of the South, this being 
Hebron. Five rabbis, well known 


and revered for their wisdom and 
learning, were killed. The Cabbalists 
in Jerusalem discovered the apparent 
relation between the Zohar text and 
the recent happenings. If the first 
part of the prophecy was correct, 
they figured, the second mus* also 
come about. So while others pro- 
tested and worried and alternately 
changed from terror to hope, the 
Cabbalists were calm and collected.
